Nkw Toaa, Nov. 5.— There ha« lately 
l>een invented a new ijitem of gynchroni^m 
which, it U claimed, will make It cheaper t< j 
telegraph meMagM than to mail tbem. Dr. 
J. Uarria Koners, of Washiiuton, D. C, i> 
the inventor, and be claiuiH that the world 
will l>e olnml revolatiooiaed by btodtooov- 
ery. 

The new system, Dr, Rogen eaji, rednoH 
the KngliHh alphabet to tan elementary 
oharaotare. The meeeegei are prepared by 
meant of a machine reeembllnic a typewriter 
and manipulated in the same manner. With 
the Ufie of ten keys, one for each choraoter, 
any desirable inesBoge can be written. 

Dr. Rogem for the past fourteen yearn or 
more has been at work trying to perfect 
sjnohrouUra, which ■ignities, **at Iba Mune 
time.** lU application in telegraphy to f<. 
make two wheeto, one at each end of the 
line, revolve elmultaneously. . According to 
Dr. Rogf rs over two hundred ^ords can be 
transmitted in a minute by his new system. 

A te^t of the new apparatus was held on 
Tuesday afternoon and a message of eeventy- 
six words sent over in twenty- five eeconds. 
and printed on a tape in plain Roman char- 
acters. The inventor says that he can by 
this system make one wire do the work that 
ten do now by the system in votcue.
